DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12, 16-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The elements of independent claims 1,5,9, and 1 2 were not found through a 
search of the prior art, nor were they considered obvious by the examiner. In particular, 
the prior art of record does not teach or suggest "wherein said at least one 
troubleshooting routine includes separate collection and testing of a configuration 
depending upon whether the email gateway is receiving mail or delivering mail."
